This  is  why  they  say  that  experiments  on  them  are  of 
such  great  value  and  a  necessity.  To  them,  of  course,  they 
are  ;  they  are  a  source  of  income.  The  vivisectors  are  in  a 
thriving  business,  their  stock-in-trade  bemg  cultivated  disease 
germs  and  tortured  animals. 

BRITISH    PUBLIC   PAY    A    GOOD    PRICE. 

The  filthy  compounds  (sold  at  a  large  profit)  are  passed  out 
and  circulated  through  the  country  to  be  used  in  doctoring 
the  credulous  and  too  easily  deceived  British  public,  who  pay 
a  good  price  for  the  disease-laden  filth,  which  they  are  ready 
and  willing  to  absorb  into  their  own  persons. 


ANTI-TOXIN-A    pitOOD    POISONER. 

These  vile  compounds  are  known  as  anti-toxins,  serums, 
and  tuberculin — all  blood  poisoners.  Sir  James  Thornton, 
speaking  at  a  recent  meeting  at  Brighton  said  that  the 
vivisectors  claimed  that  the  use  of  the  "  Anti-toxin  serum  was 
beneficial  in  diphtheria,  The  assertion  was  fallacious,  the  good 
effected  being  due  to  the  carbolic  solution  used  with  it."  The 
British  public  are  told  that  "inoculation  with  the  above-named 
filth  will  eject  other  poisons  from  a  patient's  veins." 

From  time  to  time  we  are  told  that  our  race  is  degenerating. 
Small  wonder !  We  are  also  told  that  every  woman  in  twelve 
dies  of  cancer.     Small  wonder !     How  can  it  be  otherwise  ?
